old boys in a deferred class but a motion to recommit the bill to the 
x.

An attem p t in the House to insert a work or tight am endm e nt 


by which those exem p ted from military service on occup ational 


grounds would be req uired to remain at their work, failed, 52 to 9 1. 


The am e nd m e nt was directed against ^trikes and was characterized b\ 


officials of the American Federation ot 1 abor as a conscrip tion of labor. 


The House toda \ reversed its action of yesterday in voting to in­ 


clude m em bers of Congress in the draft. B\ a rising vote, 811 to 
14 3, 


it defeated an a m e nd m e nt by Rep resentative G regg of Texas which 


would m ake m em bers ot Congress, state legislatures and federal and 


state executive officers liable to draft. 


An am e nd m e nt which was adop ted today p rovides for the a p ­ 


p ointm ent of sp ecial examiners in local conscrip tion districts for re­ 


examination of men p laced in deferred classitieations as a means of 


further com bing the deferred classes for additional men for active 


service.
